Brooding Chicks With 
Infrared Lamps 

Poultry producers are turning 
more and more .to the infrared 
lamp method of brooding chicks. 

With infrared brooders there is 
( no fuel to carry, no ashes to re¬ 
move, no burners to clean. Brooders 
are light in weight, and are very- 
easy to set up, move and store. 

5 ou can see the chicks without lift¬ 
ing a hover. 

Infrared brooders usually cost no 
more to operate than other types 
cf brooders. The brooders are etfii- 
cient. Radiation from an infrared 
lump warms only the objects lo 
which it is directed; it does not 
warm the air. 

The labor-saving and economy- 
aspects of infrared brooders appeal 
especially to farmers who raise 100 
to 500 chicks per brood and are 
busy with other work at brooding 
time. \ 

Whether a brooder is purchased 
or built the following are points 
to consider. Make the brooder house 
draft free. Insulating the house 
will reduce drafts, cut down on 
the amount of electricity used, and 
aid in ventilation control. 

Buy enough lamps to furnish 
sufficient heat at the lowest tem¬ 
peratures expected. Infrared lamps 
coi.-re in 125, 150 and 375 watt sizes. 

Buy lamps that are equipped with 
builtin reflectors, unless your 
brooder is designed for the use of 
lamps without reflectors. Hard 
glass lamps, which cost twice as 
much as ordinary lamps, or guards the lamps to not less than 15 inches 
or shields are good insurance a- above the litter, or use higher wat-

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Hopes For Gas Brighter 

Vulcan, Champion and Carmangay residents—de¬ 
pendent upon the building of the Trans-Canada gas 
pipeline before their communities can get natural gas 
service—are happy that arrangements have been made 
to make a definite start on the pipeline July 1 of this 
year, for this means that work on the feeder line from 
the Pincher Creek field can also be expeetd to start. 

A stub line from this feeder line is planned to 
serve the three towns, but the project has been at a 
stand-still while the fate of the Trans-Canada line ha3 
been debated. 

The announcement on May 8 that the government 
will lend Trans-Canada up to 90 per cent of the cost 
of the western portion of the proposed 2,200 mile line 
means that construction will start this summer. The 
line is expected to be completed to Winnipeg by the end 
of the year. 


After Real People 


An important and desirable change haa just be in 
made in our immigration policy, says The Financial 
Post.. Now we are going after promising people ana 
not deteimining eligibility for entry solely by occupa¬ 
tion. 

For some years, for instance, a man’s chances ol 
getting into Canada were greatly affected by whether 
he was a member of a particular trade (e.g., carpen¬ 
ter) in which, according to the cumbersome workings 
of our statistical machinery, we were said to have a 
shortage. 

The truth, of course, is that what we are really 
concerned with is not whether a man is a carpenter 
but whether he has the guts and the adaptability to 
become a good enterprising Canadian. 

We’re looking for people who <seek opportunity 
and the people who want merely security aren’t what 
we should be after at all. 

The Land And The Scribes 

Recently in western and eastern Canada, a select 
group of professionals formed an organization which 
is expected to have a profound effect on the future of 
Canadian agriculture. The new body is known as the 
Canadian Farm Writers Association and includes in 
its membership editorial staffs of farm journals, farm 
editors of newspapers and farm commentators of radio 
and television stations. 

The farm writer already ha3 done a great deal 
to enhance the lot of the farmers in this country. By 
reporting the findings of agricultural scientists, he has 
helped to revolutionize crop growing, stock raising, 
land conservation and farm management generally. 
Conversely, he has continuously championed the far¬ 
mer’s cause by bringing light to bear on his ever-pre¬ 
sent pioblems and difficulties and, directly and in¬ 
directly, has been responsible for legislation of direct 
benefit to farmers. 

The farm writer’s news beat is wide indeed. He 
covers the faim experimental stations, agricultural 
colleges, various farm organizations. He is constantly 
ferreting out new facts from industries, the existence 
of which is dependent on the farmer’s prosperity. He 
has his fingers constantly on the pulse of the rural 
community in his own area and usually serves as an 
unpaid public relations man for local rural organiza¬ 
tions. 

He is found at small and large conventions, farm 
shows and plowing matches. You could see him at the 
. country fairs quietly poking around the cow bams or 
among the pickle displays. Shortsighted is the person 
who does not welcome the presence of the man with 
the notebook, camera or tape recorder. 

One of the primary objectives laid down in the 
constitution of the Canadian Farm Writers Associa¬ 
tion is. "to promote better understanding between 
agriculture and all other groups through the medium 
of radio broadcasting, telecasting and the printed 
word." ~-~— 

This is truly a worthwhile aim as there is an abys¬ 
mal lack of understanding of farm problems among 
the millions of consumers of farm products in the large 
urban centres. If, in the next few years, the Canadian 
Farm Writers Association succeeds in penetrating 
through this hard crust of urban indifference, its ex¬ 
istence will have been more than justified.

Alfulf.i Meal Improves 
Swim? Grades 

A swine feeding trial recently 
completed_&t Lacumbe Experimen¬ 
tal Station, Alta., indicates that the 
addition of alfalfa meal to the rat¬ 
ion of market hogs not only Im¬ 
proves carcass quality but may also 
reduce costs, reports J. G. Stothart. 

A comparison was made of loti 
receiving no alallfa, 5 per cent, 1(1 
per cent, and 15 per cent alfalfa 
meal from weaning to market wei¬ 
ght. There was little effect from 
adding 5 per cent bu\ the lots 
which received 10 and 15 per cent 
scored 76.6 and 78.5 in carcass 
score respectively, compared with 
70.5 per cent for the group which 
received no alfalfa meal. There 
was little or no ditferenee in feed 
tificiency ’ or rate of gain in the 
first three groups. While the fourth
